the fiscal year which endod June 30,1891 
The total commerce of the fiscal yeai 
was the erealest :n the history of the 
Government and exceeded that of 1890 
by $82,191,803, while the commerce o 
1890, exceeded that of the prior year b< 
$159,606,063. 


During the last fiscal year there was an 


increase of impor's of merchandise, in 
the order in which they are named, in 
the following articles: Coffee, tiu plates 
chemicals, and diugs, India rubber, su 
gar and molasses, and a decline in the 
value of imports of wool, silk, hemp, jut 
breadstuff:) and animals. 


The total value of exports of mcrchan 


disc was $884,434,485, which is $39, 
519,214, in excess of 1890. 


The increase in exports »vas in cottoo 


raw and manufactured, provisions, cop 
per, iron and steel, and the value of tin 
principal exports was :

The exports of gold and silver during

Wool is among the imports which have 


fallen off in the last year, yet wool is 
three or four cents per pound cheaper in 
American maikets to-day than it was a 
year ago. 


IMMIGRANTS.

number of immigrants which arrived in 
the United States during tho fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1891, 
was 553,456, as 


against 451,319 for 1890. 


Of the 405,654 of those immigrants 


who landed at New Yoik 74,382 came 
from Germany; 35,424 from Ireland

from England, Scotland and 


Wales, and 40,867 from Sweden and 
Norway. 
From Italy there ywaruied 


over no less than 70,776 persons, of whom 
but 12,829 were femalej.

For this many were sent to Siberia and 
others were subjected to horrible cruelties.

atrocities practiced upon tbe race by Rus- 
sian BOldiets and of extremely unjust laws 
in force against the Jews. Any Russian 
Christian who wished to possess himself of 
the property of a Jewish neighbor, can ob- 
tain it by paying one-tenth of its value to 
the mayor or a government representative 
who will thereupon give him aathority (o 
expel tbe JewUb owuer and install him- 
self as proprietor. It is an ordinary occur- 
rence for a Jew's house to be burned ovet 
his head, or a Jew to be stoned on the 
streets and it has become a common saying 
in parts of Russia "kill a Jew and pay 2( 
roubles" ($10). 
No other punishment is 


ever inflicted for the murder ot a Jew, 
even this fine is seldom imposed.

wanted to rebel because their families were 
maltreated by Russian soldiers and the 
Jewish soldiers were all placed under at 
rest.

Lady Burtou, the widow of the late Sir 


Richard Barton, the illustrious traveller, 
eminent author and oriental scholar, has 
ormed tho topic of conversation of late in 
iterary circles in the English speaking 
world. 
She, with her husband, had lived 


n many eastern countries. 
It was said 


hat he was the master of thirtj-flve Ion- 
jnages and dialects. His wonderful literal 
ranslation of the Arabian Nights was 
printed, but not published. It created a 
;raat sensation among scholars. For some 
onrtcen years before his death he col- 
eoted material for the writing of a book 
which was called the "Scented Garden." 
a translation from the Arabic. Its charac- 
ter was snch that it conld only be circu- 
lated privately. The day before hia death 
Sir Biohard called Lady Burton into his 
room where he was working on the last 
half page of the Arabic manuscript. 
He 


suid it would be finished the following day

and that he would never write another 
book on the subject. "I am afraid, ho 
said, "that it will make a great row in 
England because the "Arabian Nights" 
was a L vy tale in comparison to this." 
Some days after his death Lady Barton 
read the manuscript, and was in torture 
what to do about it. In the meantime she 
was offered upwards of $30,000 for it. 
She 


was advised to bury it by one friend. 
Another said, "let a man manage it for 
you." 
Her reply was, "I can take in the 


world, but I cannot deceive God Almighty, 
who holds my husband's soul in his 
hands." Ultimately she burnt it, thus for 
conscience sake sacrificing $30,000, which 
would have purchased for her a handsome 
annuity—and she was left with very lim- 
ited means. 
Lady Burton says that her 


late husband was the purest, the most re- 
fined and modest man who ever lived. 
Lady Burton has certainly proved herself 
to be one of the most sell-sacrificing of 
women. 


SURVEYORS DIFFER. 


Towns Sinking and Mountains Raising. 


The Bridgeport Chronicle-Union says: 


In 1871 Von Schmidt gave the altitude of 
Bridgeport as 6,651 feet above sea level; in 
1885 railroad surveyors placed it at 6,635, 
and in 1890 it was given at 6,439. If these 
figures are correct this town has sank 212 
feet in 19 years, 196 of which arc within 
five years; and Mono Lake, by the same 
surveys, has risen only " 1,756 feet"—317 
feet above Bridgeport. It is said that fig- 
ures won't lie—il correct. We cannot swal- 
low the Bridgeport surveys, let alone the 
Mono Lake survey. The surveys in the 
mountains of California have been very 
inacnrate, either through rascality or ig 
norance—or both.
